THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  in  the 
County  of  Carroll  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs  and  for  Senators : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  determine  by  vote  the 
salary  to  be  paid  any  of  its  officers  or  agents. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  raise  money  to  pay  interest  on  School  Fund 
Note  for  the  year  ensuing. — The  sum  required  is 
$133.92. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  support  of  the  Library  in  addition  to  the  amount 
required  by  law. — The  sum  required  is  $66.90. — The 
sum  recommended  to  be  raised  by  vote  is  $400. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
pay  the  expense  of  decorating  soldier's  graves. — The 
sum  recommended  is  $100. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  observance  of  Old  Home  Week. — The  sum  recom- 
mended is  $250. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  repair  of  the  Notch  and  Dale  road. — The  sum  rec- 
ommended is  $200. — State  to  give  2  for  1. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Trunk  Line  road. — The  sum 
requested  from  town  is  $900.— State  to  give  $3,600. 
Total  $4,500. 

10.  To  raise  money  for  the  maintenance  of  State 
Aid  roads. — The  sum  requested  from  town  is  $3,250. — 
State  to  give  $8,125.— Total  $11,375. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  in 
addition  to  the  sum  required  by  law  to  obtain  State

Aid  for  the  construction  of  State  Road. — The  sum  re- 
quired by  law  is  $694.38  plus  $1,389.12  to  be  taken 
from  the  Town  Highways  appropriation. — State  to 
give  $2,083.— Total  $4,166.50. 

12.  To  raise  money  to  repair  Highways  and 
Bridges  and  take  any  vote  relating  thereto. — The  sum 
recommended  is  $9,000. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
be  used  in  railing  and  fencing  town  roads. — The  sum 
recommended  is  $500. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
help  eradicate  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. — The  sum 
recommended  is  $400. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
purchase  snow  fences. — The  sum  recommended  is  $200. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  Laconia  Hospital. — The  sum  recommended  is  $200. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  Fire  Department. — The  sum  recommended  is  $200. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  install  a  siren  for  the  Fire  Department  when,  in 
their  judgment,  such  installation  is  warranted. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift 
of  a  tract  of  forest  land  near  Beede's  Falls  from  Mrs. 
Susan  Bacon  Keith ;  said  tract  to  be  known  as  the 
"Keith  Town  Forest,"  and  take  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

20.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  pay  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. — The 
sum  recommended  is  $1,500. 

21.  To  vote  for  the  election  of  delegates-at-large, 
alternate  delegates-at-large,  delegates  and  alternate 
delegates  to  the  national  convention  of  the  various  po- 
litical parties  to  be  held  to  nominate  party  candidates 
for  president  and  vice-president  of  the  United  States. 

Given  under  our  hands  and  seal  this  fifteenth  day 
of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-two.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  WORK 
FOR  SANDWICH 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 

of  Schools: 

At  the  recent  White  House  Conference,  one  of  the 
resolutions  drawn  up  in  the  Children's  Charter  wished 
"for  every  rural  child  as  satisfactory  schooling  and 
Health  Services  as  for  the  city  child,  and  an  extention 
to  rural  families  of  social,  recreational,  and  cultural 
facilities."  The  country  is  recognizing  that  rural 
people  have  as  much  right  to  certain  advantages  as  the 
city  person  who  expects  them  as  a  matter  of  course. 
Among  these  advantages  may  be  mentioned  up-to-date 
schools  and  adequate  health  facilities.  It  has  long 
been  known  that  physical  examinations  find  the  coun- 
try child  in  poorer  physical  condition  than  his  more 
carefully  supervised  city  cousin. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  Sandwich  has  tried  the 
plan  of  joining  with  several  other  towns  for  the  health 
supervision  of  her  children.  Thus  far  the  results  have 
been  most  satisfactory.  Because  of  the  enthusiastic 
way  that  the  town  has  responded  to  the  recommenda- 
tions for  this  work,  real  results  are  already  apparent. 

The  first  problem  was  a  thorough  physical  examina- 
tion. This  year  the  children  were  all  transported  to  a 
central  point  at  the  Quimby  School,  where  they  could 
be  stripped  to  the  waist,  and  a  much  more  thorough 
examination  could  be  given  by  Dr.  Thompson. 

The  next  problem  was  the  correction  of  some  of  the 
physical  defects  found  at  this  examination.  By  "phys- 
ical defects"  is  meant  any  condition  which  will  retard 
the  best  mental  or  physical  development  of  the  child. 
This  may  be  tonsils  or  adenoids  that  are  infected.  It 
is  generally  admitted  to-day  that  much  of  the  rheu- 
matism and  heart  troubles  of  middle  life  might  have 
been  prevented  if  proper  attention  had  been  given  to 
infected  tonsils  or  adenoids  during  childhood.  Fre- 
quent colds,  deafness,  malnutrition,  and  a  tendency  to 
take  childhood  diseases  more  easily  also  result  from 
neglected  tonsils.  The  most  common  defect  is  that  of 
decayed  teeth.  So  much  is  being  written  and  said 
about  the  proper  care  of  children's  teeth  that  it  needs 
little  mention  here.  Faulty  vision  is  also  a  common 
defect.  School  children  use  their  eyes  constantly,  and 
defects  of  vision  show  up  strikingly  in  the  school  room. 
Vision  that  grows  progressively  worse  from  year  to 
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year  means  plenty  of  trouble  in  later  life.  Most  eye 
specialists  admit  that  if  they  are  given  the  care  of  de- 
fective vision  cases  early  they  can  prevent  them  from 
becoming  worse  in  many  cases,  and  sometimes  cure 
it  entirely.  This  is  the  reason  why  we  try  to  get  our 
eye  cases  under  supervision  early. 

The  following  summary  will  show  the  results  of  the 
examination  of  the  Sandwich  children :

Since  the  dental  defects  outnumbered  all  the  rest, 
this  was  the  first  correction  attempted.  We  were  suc- 
cessful in  procuring  the  services  of  Dr.  Crandall,  of 
Claremont,  who  came  to  the  town,  and  at  a  reasonable 
rate  did  such  work  as  was  necessary  for  those  who 
wished  it.  About  sixty  children  were  attended.  Most 
of  the  children's  mouths  are  now  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, and  regular  attention  from  year  to  year  will 
keep  them  this  way,  with  no  such  painful  or  extensive 
work  as  was  necessary  this  year.  Two  schools  in  this 
town  can  now  join  the  very  slim  ranks  of  the  schools 
that  have  100%  dental  correction  in  this  State.  The 
Whiteface  School  and  the  Chicks  Corner  School  are 
now  eligible  to  the  State  dental  banner.  This  work  was 
financed  by  the  generosity  of  the  Red  Cross  and  the 
School  Board  Dental  Fund.  Those  who  could  pay  all 
or  part  of  the  cost  did  so,  but  no  child  who  really 
needed  the  work  was  overlooked. 

The  next  defect  needing  attention  is  that  of  diseased 
tonsils.  As  soon  as  warm  weather  comes,  a  group  of 
children  who  cannot  easily  afford  private  rates  will 
be  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  they  will  be  cared  for 
by  the  best  available  surgeon  at  a  very  small  rate.  We 
are  also  getting  together  a  group  who  wish  the  services 
of  a  well  recommended  eye  specialist.  With  the  cor- 
rection of  these  three  main  defects — decayed  teeth, 
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diseased  tonsils,  and  impaired  vision — there  is  no  rea- 
son why  practically  all  of  the  other  defects  will  not 
take  care  of  themselves,  because  they  are  mostly  the 
after  effects  of  these  more  serious  troubles. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  about  seventy  of 
the  children  of  Sandwich  are  immune  from  Diphtheria 
for  life !  Owing  to  the  recent  epidemics  of  this  disease 
and  the  needless  deaths  of  several  children,  the  State 
has  been  putting  on  a  campaign  to  wipe  out  diphtheria 
in  New  Hampshire.  Accordingly,  a  clinic  was  held  in 
Sandwich,  where  those  children  who  wished  it  were 
given  the  three  protective  doses  of  Toxin-Anti-Toxin, 
which  will  give  them  lifetime  protection  from  diph- 
theria. There  were  no  after  effects  from  the  treatment 
noted  among  these  children. 

While  the  corrective  work  is  of  immeasurable  im- 
portance, it  is  not  the  only  aim  of  the  health  objective. 
Correct  health  habits  are  very  necessary  if  the  child 
of  to-day  is  to  build  up  a  constitution  that  will  meet 
the  demands  of  the  life  of  our  age  in  competition  and 
endurance.  The  teachers  are  making  every  effort  to 
put  on  a  practical  health  teaching  program.  The  Sand- 
wich children  are  not  only  learning  the  laws  of  health- 
ful living,  but  are  trying  to  form  habits  that  apply 
them.  Slowly  they  are  learning  and  are  forming  better 
habits. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Parent  Teacher 
Association  and  the  School  Board  for  their  under- 
standing co-operation  in  the  Health  Program.  The 
parents  and  children  have  been  very  loyal.  I  have 
been  very  cordially  received  into  such  homes  as  I  have 
been  privileged  to  visit,  and  I  only  wish  I  could  faster 
become  acquainted  with  every  parent  in  the  town.  The 
children  are  most  eager  and  interested  in  the  health 
work  in  their  schools,  and  I  have  learned  to  love  them 
every  one!

There  is  included  in  the  school  report  for  this  year 
the  daily  attendance  as  well  as  the  honor  roll  for  per- 
fect attendance,  of  all  the  children  in  Sandwich.  This 
is  given  in  order  that  the  attendance  in  the  various 
schools  may  be  compared,  and  that  parents  may  check 
up  upon  the  attendance  of  their  own  children.  It  fre- 
quently happens  that  parents  are  surprised  at  the 
total  which  occasional  absences  and  tardinesses  amount 
to.  It  is  easily  possible  to  overstress  this  matter  of 
attendance.  The  school  is  of  course  very  anxious  to 
have  a  high  percentage,  but  at  the  same  time  we  are 
not  unmindful  that  the  health  of  the  child  is  of  primary 
importance. 

In  the  general  business  depression,  at  present,  it 
may  seem  that  all  expenses  should  be  greatly  reduced, 
but  we  must  remember  that  while  business  fluctuations 
are  temporary,  the  education  of  the  children  is  of  per- 
manent importance.  Sandwich  has  been  fortunate  in 
having  School  Boards  intensely  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children,  yet  thrifty  and  economical  in  the 
handling  of  the  funds  of  the  School  District. 

I  wish  that  parents  and  citizens  might  realize  even 
more  fully  the  immense  influence  which  their  attitude 
has  upon  the  success  of  the  schools.  We  all  know  that 
changes  in  methods  of  living  and  outlooks  upon  life 
are  constantly  varying ;  the  schools  should  endeavor  to 
prepare  its  pupils  to  readily  adapt  themselves  to 
changed  conditions.  If  there  is  too  great  resistance 
in  the  homes,  it  makes  the  work  of  the  school  doubly 
hard.  Not  all  the  old  is  bad  nor  all  the  new  good,  but 
we  should  look  at  each  with  an  unbiassed  and  open 
mind.  We  are  striving  to  help  the  development  of  the 
children  into  healthy,  independent  and  socially  efficient 
citizens  of  the  town.
